Pinnacle—New Wayne County 
Administration, Same Results?

At the August 27th Board 
Meeting, the public got the 
first hint that several Board 
members may be prepared to 
join Trustee Adkins and 
O’Kelley in their long opposi- 
tion to the positions that were 
taken by the Township in their 
dealings with the Wayne 
County Pinnacle Project. 


_ Several Board members 
“now seem ready to become 


more aggressive in their deal- 


_ ings with the county. This is a 


far cry from the times when 
Trustee O’Kelley could not 
even get a “second” to 
request the county to appear 
before the Board to answer 
questions. 

Several representatives from 
the county appeared before 
the Board at the August 27th 
meeting and several Board 
members expressed their dis- 
appointment. The county had 
been invited to speak at the 
meeting at the urging of 
Trustee Krause who seems to 
have taken a new interest in 
the matter. She and Trustee 
Carey prepared a series of 
questions and had sent them 
to the county a few days earli- 
er. They seemed to expect the 
county to fully respond to the 
questions but were disap- 
pointed when only a few were 
addressed at the meeting. The 
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abandoned houses were now 


county did promise to 
respond to all the questions 
and share them with all the 
Board members. 

Deb Hoadley, representing 
the county, addressed the 
Board and said she was there 
to answer some of the 
Board’s questions and con- 
cerns. She volunteered that 
the county was monitoring 
the property for illegal dump- 
ing. She said areas around the _ 
being mowed, including the 
easement. 

Supervisor Mitchell asked 
if all the property had been 
acquired and had a prime 
developer been chosen. The 
county’s response was there 
were some properties that 
were still being litigat- 
ed.Wayne County Attormey 
Steven Collins said the 
Appellate Courts have ruled 
in the favor of the county and 


he hoped for quick action 
from the Michigan Supreme 
Court. 

Regarding the prime devel- 
oper, the county said they 
had not chosen one yet but 
stated that several developers 
had contacted them and 
seemed interested in devel- 
oping on the property. 

Trustee Carey mentioned 
the faxing of a three-page 
document with quest 
‘included. She expresse 
some concern that the county 
people did not seem prepared 
to answer the questions. She 
said her concerns were over 
the dumping operation on the 
property. She questioned 
water bills and the two fire 
trucks on the Sibley Road 
property. She also questioned 
the status of the abandoned 
homes. 

The county responded that 
the water bill issue would be

O’Kelley then asked about

The county 
responded they were work- 
ing on it. O’Kelley remind- 
ed them they had 30 days 
remaining. He urged them 
to consider themselves in 
an emergency situation and 
urged them not only to 
come up with an agreement 
but also to implement the 
agreement by the time of 
the next Board of Appeals 
meting sie al ogee 

The Board of Appeals 
Commission will next ad- 
dress the issue of the dump- 
ing operation that is going 
on the Pinnacle Property at 
the October meeting. The 
Weekly will continue to 
watch this particular phase 
of the development because 
this appears to have been the 
reason why several Board 
members are now willing to 
reconsider their view regard- 
ing the Pinnacle Project.

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Rep. Law to Bill Gates: Stop Dumping in My Community

You gotta love Bill Gates. 
He’s not content to merely trash 
the competition in the comput- 
er world. Now he’s trashing 
Michigan communities. The 
billionaire computer magnate, 
in Detroit today to speak to the 
Detroit Economic Club, owns 
the controlling interest in 
Republic Services, the corpora- 
tion that owns Carleton Farms 
Landfill in Sumpter Township. 
The landfill takes in all of the 
city of Toronto’s trash. 

“Republic Services’ policies 
have created massive regional 
dumps that maximize their 
profits at the expense of local 
communities,” said State Rep- 
resentative Kathleen Law (D- 
Gibralter). “This must stop 
now.” 

More than 200 trucks full of 
Toronto trash stampede into 
Sumpter Township everyday - 
speeding through neighbor- 
hoods, destroying roads, spray- 
ing sludge on yards and mail- 
boxes and, in two separate 
instances, smuggling 50 Ibs. of 
marijuana and $539,000 in cash 
across the border. 

Law has led the fight to end 
the stranglehold that Toronto 
trash has on her community. 
She is pushing two pieces of 
legislation that will regulate the 








amount of trash that other states 
and Canada can dump in 
Michigan communitites like 
Sumpter Township. The bills 
are: 

House Bill 4098, which 
allows Michigan to reject trash 
from states that have a regulato- 
ry system less stringent than the 
rules we impose on ourselves; 
and 

House Bill 4099, which adds 
returnable containers to the list 
of items prohibited from dis- 
posal in Michigan landfills. 

The bills were introduced in 
January, but have been lan- 
guishing in the House Land 
Use and Environment Com- 
mittee. For seven months, Law 
and other lawmakers have 
waged an intensive campaign
